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Growth  Through  Agricultural  Progress 


COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  SEPTEi^-'iBER  1,  I96I 

Refrigerated  warehouse  holdings  of  5.1  billion  pounds  were  a  new  high  for  September  I3 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    Freezer-held  products  totaled  3»<^  billion 
pounds^  the  largest  amount  ever  reported.    Cooler -products  totaled  1.5  billion  pounds. 
Occupancy  of  public  cooler  space  declined  1  percentage  point  since  August  1  to  56 
percent  on  September  1.    Freezer  occupancy  increased  3  points  during  the  month  to  77 
percent.    Stores  of  frozen  ve_getaJbles  reached  a  new  high  with  a  total  of  1.1  billion 
pounds  on  September  1.     Phis  was  39  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  36  percent 
more  than  the  Septem.ber  1^  1956-60  average.    Significant  gains  in  stocks  of  snap  beans 
lim.a  beans^  corn^  and  peas  helped  to  raise  vegetable  holdings  by  a  net  of  209  m.illion 
pounds 3  the  largest  monthly  gain  on  record,    Fr 0 z en_  fruit  stocks  advanced  102  million 
pounds  to  565  m.illion.    For  this  tim^e  of  year^  these  supplies  x^rere  19  percent  above 
a  3^ear  earlier  and  13  percent  above  average.    Qrang_e_  cop-g^ntjrate  stocks  declined  m.ore 
than  usual  during  August.    A  drop  of  7  m.illion  gallons^  2  million  more  than  average, 
reduced  warehouse  holdings  to  35  million  gallons.    During  August  a  year  ago,  a  net 
of  9  million  gallons  was  withdrawn  and  stocks  totaled  30  million  gallons  on 
September  1.    Bmyter  holdings  increased  contraseasonally.    An  August  gain  of  7  m.illion 
pounds  contrasts  with  the  average  loss  of  12  million  and  11  m.illion  reduction  during 

August  i960.    Stocks,  at  256  million  pounds,  were  5l  percent  larger  than  on 
September  1,  I96O  and  66  percent  above  average  for  the  date.    With  kk2  miillion  pounds 
oi"  American  cheese  in  storage,  stocks  were  39  percent  larger  than  on  September  1,  last 
year  and  Ik  percent  larger  than  average.    A  record  185  million  pounds  of  turkeys  were 
in  storage  on  September  1.    This  exceeded    by  nearly  73  million' pounds  thV^revlous 
record  for  the  date  reached  last  year.    Shell  egg  holdings  were  down  to  280,000  cases, 
a  new  low  for  September  1.    Holdings  of  fr^zeri^^ggs  were  a  near  record  low  for  this 
time  of  year  only  I06  m.illion  pounds.    V&ehouse' holdings  of  be^ef  increased  10 
m.illion  pounds  during  August  to  170  million  on  September  1.    Sto'cks  were  28  percent 
above  average  for  the  date  and  11  percent  larger  than  at  this  time  last  year.  Net 
withdrawals  of  pork  were  less  than  both  the  average  and  the  August  I96O  reductions. 
A  drop  of  hi  mxillion  pounds  compares  with  7h  m.illion  a  year  earlier  and  the  average 
reduction  of  65  m.illion.    Stocks,  at  lU2  m.illion  pounds,  were  one-third  below  a  year 
earlier  and  about  one-fifth  below  average. 

Gener  al  _cj3mmodity  m.ovem.ent 

During  Augu.st  there  was  a  strong  build-up  in  freezer  stocks  of  butter,  poultry,  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  m.eats.    Holdings  of  other  freezer-stored  commodities  declined.  The 
net  gain  in  stocks  of  256  m.illion  pounds  was  the  largest  ever  reported  for  this  tim.e 
of  year  and  total  freezer  stocks  of  3.6  billion  pounds  were  at  a  new  high.  Cooler- 
stoi^ed.  products  totaled  1.6  billion  pounds,  up  126  m.illion  since  August  1,  Seasonal 
declines  were  reported  in  stocks  of  fresh  vegetables,  dried  and  evaporated  fruits, 
nuts,  eggs,  and  pork]  but  these  reductions  were  more  than  countered  by  stock  gains 
in  fresh  fruits,  evaporated  and  condensed  m.ilk,  cheese,  and  beef. 

Storage  occupanc;.^  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  cooler  space  in  public  warehouses  declined  diring  August;  however,  use  of 
freezer  space  increased.    Cooler  occupancy,  at  56  percent  on  September  1,  was  1 
percentage  point  below  August  1.    Occupancy  on  September  1,  I96O  was  52  percent  while 
the  5-year  average  is  55  percent.    Sharp  d.ecreases  in  the  New  England  and  West  South 
Central  Regions  and  a  sm.aller  decrease  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  more  than 
offset  a  sharp  increase  in  the  Pacific  Region  and  sm.all  increases  in  East  North 
Central,  South  Atlantic,  and  Mountain  States.    A  3-percentage  point  increase  since 
August  1  brough  freezer  occupancy  to  77  percent  by  September  1.     This  com.pares  vjith 
an  occupancy  of  T2"  T^rcent  on  August  1  last  year  and  the  5-3^ear  September  1  average 
of  71  percent.    Decreases  in  freezer  occupancy  during  August  in  New  England,  South 
Atlantic,  and  East  South  Central  Regions  vjere  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  the 
other  regions . 

A  seasonal  decline  lowered  warehouse  stocks  of  cream  h  million  pounds  to  a  September  1 
level  of  18  million  pounds.     This  compares  with  23  million  a  year  earlier  and  the 
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5-year  average  of  2k  million.     Butter  holdings  continued  to  advance  during  August.  A 
7 -million  pound  gain  raised  warehouse  supplies  to  256  million  pounds ^  5l  percent  more 
than  on  September  1^  I960  and  66  percent  more  than  the  5-year  September  1  average. 
Government- owned  butter  reported  on  September  1  totaled  196  million  pounds,  leaving 
over  60  million  pounds  in  commercial  channels.     The  commercial  quantity  a  year  earlier 
was  67  million  pounds  and  the  September  1,  1956-60  average  is  73  million.  ¥arehoi:BB 
stocks  of  American  cheese  totaled  hh2  million  pounds  on  September  1,  an  increase  of 
18  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.     This  inventory  was  39  percent  above  holdings 
on  September  1  a  year  ago  and  ik  percent  above  average. 

Juices^ _ _  3P:^  vegetables 

Warehouse  holdings  of  frozen  vegetables  reached  1.1  billion  pounds  on  September  1,  a 
new  record  for  any  month.    In  1960,^he  billion-pound  mark  was  reached  only  on 
November  1  and  December  1,  when  stocks  generally  ere  at  their  peak:.    During  the  past 
month^  a  record  net  gain  of  209  million  pounds  was  reported  as  holdings  of  snap  beans , 
lima  beans ^  corn^  peas,  and  miscellaneous  vegetables  increased  sharply.    September  1 
holdings  of  snap  beans,  at  l53  million  pounds  were  the  largest  on  record,  and  the  81 
million  pounds  of  lima  beans  were  a  record  for  the  date.    The  86  million  pounds  of 
corn,  too,  was  a  new  high  for  September  1  while  holdings  of  peas,  at  326  million 
pounds,  were  second  only  to  the  33h  million  pounds  held  on  September  1,  1957. 
Seasonal  gains  in  stocks  of  frozen  blackberries,  blueberries,  cherries,  and  peaches, 
were  more  than  sufficient  to  overcome  net  seasonal  withdrawals  in  stocks  of  other 
frozen  fruits  .    On  September  1,  frozen  fruits  totaled  585  million  pounds,  up  102 
million  from  the  month  before.    For  this  time  of  year,  fruit  holdings  were  13  percent 
above  average  and  I8  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier.     The  most  significant  gain 
was  in  frozen  cherry  holdings  which  increased  66  million  pounds  to  133  million--a 
new  record  high.    Previously,  the  92  million  pounds,  were  the  record  high  stored  on 
September  1,  1958.    Stocks  of  strawberries,  at  216  million  pounds,  were  k  percent 
below  average  for  September  1  aHdr~6  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    A  more  than 
average  decline  in  orangeconcentrate  holdings  was  reported  during  August.  The 
reduction  of  7  million  galbns  compares  with  5  million,  the  average  decline,  and  9 
million,  the  decrease  during  August  I96O.    However,  stocks,  at  35  million  gallons, 
were  10  percent  above  average  and  19  percent  above  those  at  this  date  a  year  ago. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Holdings  of  all  poultry  increased  70  million  pounds  to  3lU  million  pounds  on 
September  Ic    A  je^  earlier,  stocks  totaled  201  million  and  the  5-year  September  1 
average  is  I98  million  pounds.    An  August  net  increase  of  57  million  pounds  brought 
September  1  tnrkej  stocks  to  185  million  pounds  or  nearly  73  million  more  than  the 
September  1  record  of  113  million  pounds  set  last  year.    September  1  stocks  of  _shell 
eggs,  at  280,000  cases,  were  a  record  low  for  the  date.    Stocks  were    about  62 
percent  below  holdings  on  September  1,  I96O  and  66  percent  below  the  average.  Fr£zen 
egg  stocks  at  IO8  million  pounds  were  the  lowest  September  1  holdings  since  1932 
"(93  million)  .    Stocks  declined  k  million  pounds  from  August  1  com.pared  with  an  8 
million  August  decline  for  both  last  year  and  the  ^-jear  average. 

Meatand  meat  products 

V/srehouse  stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  398  million  pounds  on  September  1,  a  decline  of 
I47  million  pounds  from  August  1.    This  reduction  compares  with  a  decline  of  71 
million  pounds  during  August  last  year  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of  7h  million 
pounds.    September  1  stocks  of  beef,  at  170  million  pounds,  were  11  percent  above 
August  i960  and  28  percent  above  the  5-year  average.    A  ^7 -million  pound  net 
reduction  in  total  pork  stocks  brought  September  1  holdings  to  li|2  million  pounds. 
This  compares  with  a  7l|-million  pound  decline  during  August  I96O  and  the  average 
reduction  of  65  million.    Froz_en  pork  declined  I46  million  pounds  to  109  million 
pounds  and  cured  pork  declined  one  million  pounds  to  32  million  pounds.    Other  meats 
declined  10  million  pounds  to  total  86  million  pounds  on  September  1.
